HEALTH  CO]yMlTTEIEI 

Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1967,  as 
made  to  the  Minister  of  Health  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in 
June  1967  was  11,800,  this  shows  a reduction  of  50  from  the 
previous  year  of  1967. 

The  number  of  births  was  219 > 59  more  than  the  previous 
year,  and  there  were  167  deaths  33  more  than  in  1966. 

The  noticeable  increase  in  both  births  and  deaths  is 
probably  indicative  of  the  changing  population  of  the  district. 

The  majority  of  the  property  in  the  area  was  built  for  owner 
occupation  in  the  late  1920' s/early  1930,  and  the  district  has 
had  a reasonably  static  population  since  that  time,  with  the 
result  that  there  is  now  an  ageing  population,  which  accounts 
for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths.  The  property  becoming 
available  in  consequonce  of  this  trend  has,  in  the  main,  been 
purchased  by  young  married  couples  of  child  bearing  age,  a fact 
reflected  in  the  increase  of  births.  This  pattern  is  substantiated 
by  the  fact  that  for  the  first  time  since  1945  the  district  birth 
rate  is  in  excess  of  the  national  birth  rate. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  due  to 
Accidents  (motor  or  other)  during  the  year.  There  were  eight 
deaths  from  Bronchitis  compared  with  five  in  1966. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year 
allowed  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year.  This  increase 
was  mainly  due  to  an  outbreak  of  Infectious  Hepatitis  in  Aldwyn 
County  School.  I would  like  to  express  ray  sincere  thanks  to 
all  who  helped  the  Department  during  this  outbreak. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  the  members  of 
the  Council,  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  the 
Councils  Officers  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

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PREVALENCE  OP,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
"TTOSCTIOUS  ANE  QTtiER  ftiSEASBS 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infectious 
cases  notified  during  the  year,  there  being  165  cases 
as  compared  with  140  in  the  previous  year. 

A general  levelling  of  the  incidence  of  specific 
diseases  has  occurred  this  year,  but  two  factors  have 
contributed  to  this  increase.  In  February  an  outbreak 
of  dysentery  occurred  in  the  Shepley  Wood  Day  Nursery 
with  a consequential  increase  of  20  cases  on  the  previous 
year.  In  January  an  outbreak  of  infectious  hepatitis 
occurred  in  Aldwyn  County  Primary  School,  this  brought 
28  notifications  of  this  disease  under  an  order  making 
it  notifiable  within  the  urban  district. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria 
during  the  year.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  environmental  health  and  cleansing  service  of  the  district 
for  t^e  year  ended  31st  December,  ,1967 • 

A seven  day  refuse  collection  service  has  been  maintained, 
and  a daily  collection  of  extra  items  of  refuse  started  during 
the  year  has  proved  its  value. 

The  year  has  been  mainly  one  of  planning  and  consolidation. 

The  revision  of  tipping  arrangements  at  Jackson's  Tip,  the 
preparation  of  slum  clearance,  and  smoke  control  programmes, 
and  the  streamlining  of  the  administration  of  the  department 
have  created  a basis  on  which  the  department  can  efficiently 
achieve  its  objects.  With  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
public  health  inspector  in  November,  to  commence  in  January ,1968, 
the  department  is  now  able  to  pursue  a progressive  course. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  its 
officers  for  their  continued  support  throughout  the  year,  and 
take  this  opportunity  to  formally  express  my  appreciation 
to  Dr.  H.  I.  Ashford,  and  tho  members  of  the  department  for 
the  holp  they  have  given  and  tho  loyalty  they  have  shown 
during  the  year.

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE.

The  effluent  from  the  town  sewers  was  treated  by  the  Ashton, 
Stalybridge,  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Sewage  Board,  with  the  exception 
of  three  premises  on  the  Audenshaw /Manchester  boundary.  These 
premises  are  connected  to  the  Manchester  Sewage  System. 

Only  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  system  during  the 
year,  and  no  serious  nuisance  has  bean  experienced. 

STREET  CLEANSING . 

Main  roads  in  the  district  are  swept  and  kept  clean  by 
means  of  a Yorkshire/fcarrier  Sweeper  Collector.  The  only  difficul- 
ties experienced  in  this  regard  have  been  in  connection  with 
Guide  Lane  which  forms  the  approach  to  Jackson's  Brick  Yard  and 
the  approach  to  the  Coal  Board  tip  on  Ashton  Moss.  Droppings 
from  motor  vehicles,  coupled  with  increased  volume  of  vehicular 
traffic,  make  it  almost  impossible  to  keep  these  roads  clean. 

There  has  been  no  additions  to  the  classified  roads  in 
the  district  during  the  year  and  the  list  of  classified  roads

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REFUSE  COLLECTION. 


The  provision  of  o,  oo^qp.  any  collection  >*as  continued 

throughout  the  year.  This  has  been  achieved  by  the  co-operation 
of  the  refuse  collection  personnel  and  a strict  control  over  the 
deployment  of  labour,  especially  during  times  of  sickness  of  the 
regular  refuse  collection  staff  and  holidays. 

This  year  in  an  attempt  to  stop  unauthorised  tipping 
throughout  the  district,  the  spare  refuse  vehicle  has  been  brought 
into  full  service  for  the  free  collection  of  extra  items  of  domestic 
refuse.  Although  the  department  can  normally  collect  these  items 
the  day  after  a complaint  is  received,  I regret  to  say  that  the 
incidence  of  unauthorised  tipping  has  not  significantly  decreased. 
With  the  coming  into  force,  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  1967*  I have 
no  doubt  that  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings  under  this 
legislation  will  have  a aotorent  effect. 

The  maintenance  of  the  Council’s  vehicles  gave  rise 
to  some  concern  during  the  year,  but  as  a result  of  agreement  with 
a local  firm  each  vehicle  is  now  subject  to  regular  monthly  check 
and  maintenance. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  refuse  collected  within  the  district  is  disposed  of 
by .controlled  tipping  at  Jackson's  Quarry  in  the  Guide  Lane  area 
of  the  district. 

The  tip  is  rapidly  nearing  the  end  of  its  life,  and  next 
year  the  Council  will  be  using  the  Shepley  Tip.  During  the  year 
the  method  of  tipping  was  reviewed,  and  as  a result  of  the  revised 
methods,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  number  of  complaints  in 
respect  of  the  Tip  diminished.  A fly  infestation  which  occurred 
in  the  summer  months  caused  some  concern,  and  many  complaints,  but 
as  a result  of  action  by  the  department  this  was  eventually  brought 

under  control.

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PAPER  SALVAGE 


(a) 


The  collection  of  paper  salvage  was  discontinued 
last  year  due  mainly  to  the  absence  of  a suitable  market. 
In  June  a market  was  found  and  collection  re-instituted 
in  July,  the  Council  purchasing  two  now  trailers  for 
this  purpose.  An  incentive  bonus  scheme  was  introduced 
at  a rate  of  l/-  per  man  per  ton  collected.  The  fact 
that  the  income  from  waste  paper  for  only  a part  of  the 
year  shews  an  lOOfi  increase  over  the  income  for  the  whole 
of  the  previous  year,  would  appear  to  justify  itself. 

The  total  income  for  the  collection  of  other  scrap 
for  1966  was  £24.  0.  Od.,  and  in  view  of  the  small  amounts 
collected  it  was  considered  that  the  financial  return  did 
not  justify  the  expenditure  in  man  hours  involved  in 
sorting  and  collecting  this  material.

The  manholes  of  the  town  sewerage  system  were  treated  twice 
during  the  year  and  on  each  occasion  fluorocetamide  was  used. 

This  has  the  advantage  of  being  a direct  bait,  therefore,  only 
one  visit  per  manhole  is  required. 

SCHOOLS. 

Normal  routine  inspections  were  carried  out  on  the  schools 
in  the  year. 

All  schools  have  a hot  and  cold  water  supply  with  wash- 
basins and  all  school  yards  are  satisfactorily  surfaced. 

The  standards  of  hygiene  in  connection  with  school  meals 
were  found  to  be  very  high. 

During  the  year  an  outbreak  of  Infectious  Hepatitis 
occurred  at  the  Aldwyn  County  School.  This  outbreak  was  controlled 
within  one  month  and  I would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  staff 
of  the  school  for  the  ready  and  willing  help  that  they  gave  to 
the  Department  during  this  period.

Routine  inspection  of  factories  was  carried  out,  but 
the  number  of  inspections  was  greatly  reduced  on  previous 
years,  six  inspections  only  being  made  in  1967. 

This  is  due  to  shortage  of  qualified  staff,  and  it  is 
regretted  that  this  routine  work  has  to  be  curtailed,  but 
with  the  appointment  in  November  of  an  additional  public 
health  inspector,  who  will  commence  duties  on  1st  January ,1968, 
this  situation  will  be  remedied  next  year.
